I would 
respectfully submit the following comments relatéwrto 
Mr. Fenez's letter. 

For some time past, the teacher has intimated to 
me that he could get a higher sapary at other Agency 
Day Schools; particularly in the Port Arthur Agency; 
and the matter was discussed by him with Mr. Greenway, 
the Catholic School Inspector. F 

This in itself seems very irregular to me. “irst, 
in that there seems to be different salaries offered 
to teachers in the different Agencies, and a higher 
salary in some instances to teachers having very much 
sualler attendance that at the Whitefish Bay School. 

Secondly, I do not favour, as an Agent, having a 
School Inspector discussing the matter of wages or 
inducing a settled teacher such as Mr. Fenez, to make 
@ change. Mr. Fenez has done a very good job at 
Whitefish Bay and I feel confident in v@rifying the 
statements in his letter. Our associations have been 
cordial and we have worked together in a cooperative 
sense, to the benifit of the pupils at the school. 

Mr. Fenez took unto himself a wife last September, 
and no doubt feels that it is up to him to better 
himself, and I in no way would e@@eto step in his 
way. However, if an increase in salary is in order 
under your present regulations, and money available, 

I would recommend this request be given your favourable 
eensideration. 

Noone is irreplacable, but after giving some 
considerable time to the welfare and betterment of the 
Whitefish Bay pupils, I feel that changing and replacing 
teachers of ir Fenez's calibre, is not conducive to the 
advancement of our Indian children; regardless whether 
there may be teachers having special certificates, or 
not, as teachers with first hand knowledge of Indians 
are not easy to get. 

Please do not consider the foregoing critical to 
Department methods. I only wish to place before you, 
in @ swall measure, my ideas in regard to the welfare 
and betterment of our Indian Day Sehool pupils and e@e 
givagsome encouragement to the Day School teachers as 
a group.

their administration. 


I have at this office a quantity of posters 
and other public health educational material, discarded 
some time ago by the Department on a change of policy.

200., and I would recommend they be purchased for the 
school.

Indian Heserve. On August 1@th inspected the Hoya’ Club 
Garden and the work done on the school house. School has 
been rechinked and whitewashed outside, window and door 
frames repaired and painted, new storm windows purchased 
and ready to put on. ‘teacher's living quarters has also 
been re-decorated and painted and school room painted & 
improved. 
The Boys’ Club garden of approximately an acoSe was in fair 
shape and some garden exhibits were sent in to Kenora Agri- 
cultural fair, also some school exhibits such as embroidery 
and Fret work, writing etc. Pupils received segeral prizes 
and it is hoped that the Bog's Club efforts will in some 
small measure encourage them to a continuance of this train- 
ing.

The present teacher lives in 
the east end of the present building, which I do not think 
is a good arrangement. If a new shool is built, quarters 
for the teacher should be constructed apart from the school.

so as to Bive adequate provision for recreation.

While the Department intends to build a new school 
on our Reserve I have been thinking if it would help the mem~ 
bers of our band to sell some timber to the Department at this 
time to have it made into lumber. In this way they could save 
a lot more money rather them to buy lumber. 


Supposing they want to buy 20,000 feet of lumber for the 
school @$70.00 per thousand feet, would come to $1400.00. 


Just rough figuring we would cut pine logs @ .06¢ per foot 
from 4 inch tops and upe 


Lets averase 6 inch tops 16 feet long would take 31 
logs per thousand feet of lumber. 


I hear A. Elders charges to make lumber @ $16.00 per 
thousand feet (finished lumber). 20.000 feet lumber(when finished 
would come to $496.00. 51 logs to make a thousand feet of 
Lumber would take 620 logs. 16 feet long @ .06¢ per foot would 
come to $29476 per 1000 feet. 20,000 feet lumber would be $595.40 
making a total of $1091.20. 


The @ifference would be $308.80 which the Department 
would save by buying the Timber from use 


I could take the contract for the 620 logs and woul@ pay 
the cutters se much leaving some for defraying expenses such as 
aki and piling on the road. I wish you would forward this 
suggestion to Mr. Nearye I think this is worth considering both 
for the Department and members of this Band.

By now you will have received a copy of a 
letter which I wrote to North American Buildings Limited 
with regard to a prefabricatea ceacher's house. 


We are actually faced with two alternatives 
at Whitefish Bay: 


(a) The erection of a prefabricated school 
(b) The erection of our standard school using Indian 
labour and under a White foreman carpenter. 


You will note that I consider it unlikely that 
we can get a Contractor to handle this job. However, I would 
welcome your views on this point. 


You will also note that the drawings which I am 
sending you call for a one-room school with a full basement. 
This bassment can quite easily be used as an extra classroom if 
an additional teacher is required. You will note that there are 
plenty of windows in it and in the ones which we have constructed 
@lsewhere, it has been found that the basement is just as light 
as the classroom. The stwreroom and the boiler room in the 
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basement can also be easily converted for additional 
teacher's quarters. 


In other words, this is a onesroom 
school plan which has been carefully worked out so that 
it can be converted to a two-room school with a 
minimum of expense. In view of your local knowledge, I 
would appreciate your comments with regard to the above 
points.

Purther to our conversation pegarding the 
plan for a one room school your brought over for me to see. 
I want to further my objection to the one room school as it 
will not suit this reserve whatever. There are at present 40 
children in school. Roughly figuring there will be atleast 
30 or 35 of age to start goint to school within the nex 
three years,s-while there are only 5 to go out at that time 
possibily less, if they #hould continue going to higher grades. 


We can safely assume that there will be 
70 in class in three years time. To prepare for all eventualities 
we will have the teachers residence large enought to accomodate 
other people such as the nurse and other guests who are inter= 
ested in Indian Welfare. Both the school Inspector and the 
teacher agreed that this school require@ two teachers even 6t 
the present time. There are from ohe to grede mine in class 
which is really too mich for one teacher to handle. no wonder 
they are not progressing very mich. 


Therefore I demand that we get the two room 
school and separate building for the teacher's residence. 


T forgot to mention about the labour I thought 
I saw in the lettet from Mr. Neary you showed me that there will 
have to be free Indian Baboure I want you to forward my letter 
to Mr. Neary so that he may know the conditions on our Reserve. 
You know just as well as I do that the members of this reserve 
are not rich people. They have to keep going to make a living 
with the very tougk difficulties they have im their occupation 
in fishing. They c@nnot be expected to work at the school for 
nothing. It is not a matter of wanting to geti-paid: for it bat 
they have to eat too. Most of the able bodied working men are 
busy caiding during the summer months from which they receive 
good pay. I trust that you will forward this letter to Mr. Neary 
for his information.

Had I been consulted, I do not think that I should 
have been very favourable to the idea of sending a half-breed 
young lady, of tender years, of no great academic standing, 
and of still less professional preparation, to open a new 
school at Whitesand, far from parental oversight of any kind. 
To bring along successfully a new school required an ability 
of a high order, while, to my mind, the task of starting off 
properly the neophyte along his educational path is the most 
difficult task facing the ordinary teacher. Fewer teachers 
of experience are capable of doing this really well than is 
generally supposed. How much less, then, can it be done by 
teachers of such meagre preparation. However, it might have 
been difficult, in view of the remot location, and the none- 
too-promising quarters, to secure a really good qualified 
lady teacher, and the Department having engaged liiss McGuire, 
I should be most loath to do anything towards her removal, 
especially as her work is quite as good as that done by white 
teachers of equal qualification, or should I have rather said 
equal lack of qualification.

If I knew of any male teacher unemployed, I would 
mention the school to him, but I doubt very much if any male 
teacher would consider the school as anything but a very 
temporary proposition.

The enrolled strength at Whitesand is about equal, (or greater) 
to that of the neighbouring schools, all of which are allotted 
greater salaries.

In my opinion, which is given for what it is worth 
you have been extremely lucky to have Miss McGuire stay at 
Whitesand so long. O ly the fact that she was partly Indian 
allowed her to do so, and, as you know, she refused to stay 
there any longer, and only returned, (after the lapse of a 
year), because she had been unable to get anything else to 
do. The male teacher we had in her place was not too ereatly 
inelined to remain there for another year. If I had my way, 
this being the most unattractive school in your Agency, I would 
make it's salary the greatest.

A large majority of the whitesand Band have been living 

on the Transcontinental railway between Longlas, Ont. and Arm 
strong, Ont.The male members, are working as section hands, for 
he railway and are paid at the rate of .50¢ per hour. The Roade 
master, Mr. J. Pederson, very kindly offered to convey the Treaty 
Party from Longlee to Armetrong, Vie gas oar, in order not to 
eause any delay by the Indians Leaving their work, to go to the 
Whitesand reserve for their Treaty money. This saved a great deal 
of time and gave us the opportunity. to interview a great many of 
these Indians personally. The Cans Nat'l. Railways officials were 
extremely pleased that we were able to pay these Indians in this 
manner and not cause any delay in the track work.

The major~ 
ity of the Indiens at thie point are loading boats, cutting pulp- 
wooe and rafting. 


At all reservations and settlements, the Indians were 
working, with the exception of the old people.

The hours are not regular in calling the children to 

school when the bell rings, some times 10 o'clock in the 

morning, and dismissing them at the hour of 11 o'clock, 

(A.M.) In the afternoon at the hour of two o'clock, the 

bell rings, they are dismissed agein at the hour of 3 o'clock. 
No prover school text books are used teaching the 

children. It is all about the religion. We must 

have the regular course of Ontario public school instruc- 

tion, prescribed for the Ontario Protestant Schools. 

The School teacher shall be an English person purely. 

Protestant need necessarily not be barred. He should not 

teach religion in the school. Of course ordinarily he 

should read the form of prayer established in the Indian 

School Register, both at the opening and the kamt closing 

of the school in each day.

text books to be used as in public schools, 

They claim that in the neighbouring white schools, 
which are conducted under the Ontario school laws,the pupils 
advance mich more rapidly than the Indian pupils ohothe reserves 
where the teachers are recommended by the Missions. 

All these Indians want is to have a new school erected 
on their reserve, a teacher with qualifi@ations to teach in the

I visited Lake Penache with Mr. ArNeill, Inspector, 
and Dr. Faulkner yesterday.
